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New fears over retail 
park Impact’ on city 


Developer dismisses council's concerns 
and planning application is submitted 


DEVELOPERS are forging 
ahead with plans to build a 
new out-of-town retail park 
in Ely - despite fears about 
the impact it could have on 
the whole of East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Cambridge Property Group 
submitted a screening opin¬ 
ion to develop around 10 hec¬ 
tares of land in Downham 
Road - the site currently 
occupied by the Ely Outdoor 
Sports Association - to the 
district council earlier this 
year. 

The multi-million pound 
proposals involve building a 
new supermarket, petrol fill¬ 
ing station, six retail ware¬ 
house units and a pub/res¬ 
taurant. 

Giles Hughes, head of plan¬ 
ning at the council, fears the 
development would have a 
“significant impact” on not 
just Ely but the entire district, 
and wants an environmental 
impact assessment to be car¬ 
ried out.

However, the company has 
dismissed the concerns and 
submitted an application. 

Mr Hughes said: “The pro¬ 
posal will result in the loss of 
10 hectares of sports infra¬ 
structure from land which is 
the main location for sports 
provision in the area. 

“Whilst a plan has been 
submitted indicating an 
alternative site, this has not 
been assessed in terms of 
suitability, deliverability, 
impact on the character of 
the area or accessibility. 

“It is considered that the 
development would have a 
significant impact on the 
environment for residents of 
Ely and the surrounding dis¬ 
trict.” 

Speaking to Ely News, a 
spokesman for Cambridge 
Property Group said: “We 
disagree that this develop¬ 
ment will have a significant 
impact on the surrounding 


area. The council has asked 
for an assessment, but we 
don’t have to do one and we 
won’t be doing one. 

“This is not the scale of 
development which would 
normally be subject to such 
rigorous assessments.” 

The firm says its proposals 
will tie in with Turnstone Ely 
Ltd’s intentions to build a 
new Cineworld and eight res¬ 
taurants on land adjacent to 
theirs and that its plans will 
rival the Octagon Park pro¬ 
posals for Angel Drove and 
that Tesco could be persuad¬ 
ed to relocate to Downham 
Road instead.

STAFF at East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
have had their wages cut by 
almost 20 per cent, according 
to union members. 

Unison say wages have been 
slashed by a “massive” 18 per 
cent over the last four years. 

Members staged a protest 
outside the council’s head¬ 
quarters in Ely on Wednesday 
to “raise public awareness of 
the effect the ongoing attack 
on local government pay will 
have on the local economy”. 

Julie Cornwell, chairman of 
the local Unison branch, said: 
“In East Cambridgeshire 
alone we have had four years 
of staffing cuts and this, 
together with the relentless 
attack and demonising of the 
public sector by the present 
Government, has seen staff 
morale hit an all-time low. 

“Since 2010, we have suf¬ 
fered a massive 18 per cent 
pay cut in wages because of 
the three-year pay freeze and

a pay rise of just 1 per cent last 
year - well below inflation. 
You can be sure that no one at 
Westminster is suffering the 
same sort of hardship.” 

The council is also currently 
undergoing a major re-shuffle 
in both its make-up and to the 
way services are provided. 

As a result, more than 20 
staff could be made redun¬ 
dant, which Unison says will 
not only have a detrimental 
impact on employees - but 
taxpayers too. 

Mrs Cornwell said: “Council 
employees are largely local 
people, using local services 
and who pay the same taxes 
as everyone else. Our mem¬ 
bers are suffering from rising 
fuel, travel costs, food and 
childcare costs. 

“They and their families are 
worth more and local coun¬ 
cillors need to recognise this 


by stopping the cuts and giv¬ 
ing priority to jobs and decent 
pay. 

“If local politicians want 
votes then they need to recog¬ 
nise the hardship that work¬ 
ing families are suffering.” 

John Hill, the council’s chief 
executive, said: “On the back 
of incredibly tough financial 
settlements in recent years 
where the authority has only 
just balanced its books, the 
council is in the process of 
restructuring to meet the 
challenges of the future to 
best deliver the services our 
residents need. 

“This work will only be pos¬ 
sible with the hard work and 
effort of our staff and we do 
not underestimate their dedi¬ 
cation to our local communi¬ 
ties.”

National award 
for brave Alan

A COURAGEOUS dad who 
saved a woman from a burn¬ 
ing car has been honoured 
with another prestigious 
award. 

Alan Chapman, 45, had his 
courage recognised by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service (CFRS) when he re¬ 
ceived the Certificate of Com¬ 
mendation last November. 

But on Friday, the father-of- 
three was also crowned Adult 
Hero at the national Spirit of 
Fire Awards after being nomi¬ 
nated by CFRS. 

The event honoured mem¬ 
bers of fire and rescue servic¬ 
es and the public by recognis¬ 
ing bravery within the fire 
community. 

Mr Chapman, of The Barns, 
Littleport, met VIPs including 
Eric Pickles MP, Secretary of 
State for Communities and 
Local Government, at a spe¬ 
cial Downing Street recep¬ 
tion. 

He said: “I had such a great 
day and even spoke to Eric 
Pickles myself. You go through 
life being inspired by amazing 
people with incredible stories 
and now suddenly, I’m up 
there as one of those inspira¬ 
tional people.

“For me, this whole experi¬ 
ence has been so overwhelm¬ 
ing and really quite hum¬ 
bling.” 

On May 25 last year, Mr 
Chapman was driving along 
Branch Bank in Prickwillow 
when he came across an hor¬ 
rendous accident involving a 
motorcycle and a car. 

Tragically, the motorcyclist, 
Christie-Joe Couzens, 22, of 
Parsons Lane, Littleport, was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

When Mr Chapman arrived 


at the scene, the female pas¬ 
senger of the car, a white 
Volkswagen estate, was 
screaming for help. 

The vehicle’s driver, a 
woman, was still trapped 
inside the vehicle, which had 
flipped upside down onto its 
roof, and caught fire. 

Within seconds, Mr 
Chapman, a plastic moulder 
by trade, had managed to 
clamber in through one of the 
windows, unfastened the 
driver’s seatbelt and managed 
to get her out of the car. 

As a result of his actions, the 
woman was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital and 
survived her injuries. 

Mr Chapman said: “People 
keep telling me I’m a hero but 
I don’t really see it like that. I 
just went into action mode 
and did what needed to be 
done on the day. 

“I just rushed over to the car, 
which was on its roof, and 
managed to climb in through 
the window. 

“I unfastened her seatbelt 
and managed to lift her out 
through the window. 

“The heat was so intense it 
even faded half of one of my 
tattoos on my arm. 

“It’s not everyday that some¬ 
thing like that happens but I 
just knew that I had to do 
something.”

Liam’s brother, Callum, 17, 
said: “I only met Stephen once 
but he was such an inspira¬ 
tional person that you cer¬ 
tainly wouldn’t ever forget 
him.

“One of Stephen’s wishes 
was to public speak so I invit¬ 
ed him to our event so that he 
could do just that. 

“I kept in touch with Stephen 
following the event. It’s hard 
to sum Stephen up to be hon¬ 
est. 

“He was a loving, happy, 
friendly guy who kept fighting 
the cancer and inspiring peo¬ 
ple right until the end. 

“I saw a lot of likeness 
between Stephen and Liam, 
which is why I think I was so 
inspired by him. They weren’t 
angry at anyone or anything 
for what they were going 
through. 

“Stephen didn’t sit in a dark 
room and feel sorry for him¬ 
self, and neither did Liam.” 

Liam’s dad, Mark, 52, said: 
“Stephen was a fantastic lad. 
He was a true inspiration and 
his death is an incredible 


tragedy.” 

Stephen, who was from 
Staffordshire, made head¬ 
lines for raising over £3 mil¬ 
lion for The Teenage Cancer 
Trust charity after he posted 
an emotional farewell mes¬ 
sage to the followers of his 
Stephen’s Story Facebook 
page. He had initially set out 
to raise just £10,000. 

Soon, celebrities including 
Benedict Cumberbatch, Jason 
Manford, Simon Pegg and 
Russell Brand took to social 
media and encouraged others 
to give money to the cause. 

Since then, more than 
135,000 people from around 
the world have donated to his 
Just Giving page, with dona¬ 
tions continuing to pour in 
after his death was 
announced.

Prolific Ely thief 
is back in jail

A BURGLAR with a heroin 
problem has been jailed for 
stealing from homes, busi¬ 
nesses and a school across the 
Ely area. 

Thomas Gillett, 27, relapsed 
after losing his job and went 
on a stealing spree, including 
getting into a teacher’s flat at 
King’s Ely and taking an Apple 
laptop worth £2,000. 

The father-of-three has been 
locked up for two years and 10 
months after admitting two 
counts of burglary relating to 
Ely homes in Broad Street 
between February 21-23 and 
Barton Road on March 3. 

They were committed while 
he was subject to a suspended 
sentence, imposed in June last 
year for possession with intent 
to supply £1,400 worth of her¬ 
oin, part of which was acti¬ 
vated. 

Gillett, of The Row, Sutton,

asked for four other dwelling 
and five non-dwelling burgla¬ 
ries, as well as the theft of a 
bicycle, to be taken into con¬ 
sideration. 

Jacob Edwards, mitigating, 
said his client, a qualified 
bricklayer, was making “excel¬ 
lent” progress but relapsed 
when he lost his job at a distri¬ 


bution centre used by 
Fortnum and Mason because 
there was not enough work. 

He said: “He appears to have 
genuine remorse for his 
behaviour with real regret for 
what he has put his victims 
through.” 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said Gillett had 24 previous 
convictions for 66 offences 
including burglary, aggravat¬ 
ed vehicle taking, heroin pos¬ 
session and breaching com¬ 
munity orders. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said immediate custody was 
the only option. 

He said: “It is a catalogue of 
acquisitive burglaries causing 
significant loss to the victims, 
and in terms of the household¬ 
ers, significant disruption and 
worry, and it has to be met by 
this court with a significant 
prison sentence because this 
was not one burglary it was a 
total of 11 offences.” 


Lorry crashes into low railway bridge - again 


A LORRY struck the low bridge 
at Ely railway station, causing 
chaos for motorists. 

Emergency services were 
called to the incident on 
Friday evening and arrived to 
find the vehicle stuck beneath 


the bridge. The A142 was 
closed and diversions were 
put in place while the lorry 
was removed. The driver of 
the vehicle was not hurt.

A MAfORITY of visitors to an operating wind 
farm this month - May 10 - reported that the 
turbines were quieter than they had expected.

Fen, measuring up to 125m to the 
tip of the blade - the same size as at Swinford. 
A planning application is expected to be 
submitted to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council this summer.

Man struck by two 
cars, inquest told 


A PEDESTRIAN was dressed head to 
toe in dark clothing when he was hit 
by two cars and killed, an inquest 
heard. 

Edmundas Lymantas, 34, died as a 
result of the injuries he sustained in 
the collision in Angel Drove, Ely - 
close to the entrance to the sewage 
works. 

The collision occurred at around 
8.15pm on December 1 last year and 
an inquest into Mr Lymantas’ death 
was held last Wednesday. 

Mr Lymantas, of Aldeman Drive, 
Peterborough, was travelling home on 
the train when he got off at Ely station 
instead of Peterborough station by 
mistake. 

He then walked the short distance to 
Tesco in Ely’s Angel Drove, where he 
purchased a £5 top-up voucher for his 
mobile phone. It is believed Mr 
Lymantas was calling a friend to 
arrange a lift from Ely to Peterborough 
when he was hit.

Mr Lymantas, who was dressed in 
black, was struck by a silver coloured 
Skoda Octavia and then a blue Kia 
Soul. 

Giving evidence at the inquest, the 
driver of the Skoda, Justine Molyneux, 
from Witchford, said: “I was driving 
home along Angel Drove from the 
Soham direction. 

“I suddenly saw a figure on the left- 
hand side of the car. 

“One moment the road was clear and 
the next moment he was suddenly 
there. 

“The next thing I knew the wind¬ 
screen came crashing in on the pas¬ 
senger side where I had hit him.” 

Mr Lymantas flipped off the wind¬ 
screen and into the path of the Kia, 
which was approaching the Skoda 
from behind and was being driven by 
Martin Caswell. 


Both drivers dialled 999 and emer¬ 
gency services attended, however Mr 
Lymantas was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

The inquest heard that Mr Lymantas 
had been drinking prior to the inci¬ 
dent and toxicological tests showed 
he had 119 micrograms of alcohol in 
100 millilitres of blood. The legal limit 
for driving is 80 micrograms. 

Pc Simon Burgin, a collision investi¬ 
gator for Cambridgeshire Police, said: 
“Whilst the driver of the Skoda recog¬ 
nised the hazard, she had insufficient 
time to react in order to avoid the col¬ 
lision. 

“There is no evidence to suggest that 
either of the vehicles were being driv¬ 
en in anything other than the correct 
manner. The cause was the pedestri¬ 
an walking along an unlit road, 
dressed in dark clothing, into the path 
of oncoming vehicles.” 

Coroner William Morris recorded a 
conclusion of accidental death.

The incident happened at 
around 7pm on Friday, May 
2 . 

The man is described as 
being white, of medium 
build and he was wearing a 
black hooded top, with the 
hood up, and black jogging 
bottoms.

£ 610 k sale

A FORMER day care centre in Ely 
has been bought by a private local 
buyer for £610,000. 

Croylands, in Cambridge Road, 
was sold at a specialist auction in 
London on Monday for £110,000 
more than the £500,000 guide 
price. 

Oliver Childs, from Lambert 
Smith Hampton, which handled 
the sale, said: “The highest bid 
was £610,000 and that was made 
by a private buyer, who I can con¬ 
firm is from Ely. It was brilliant to 
see Croylands do so well on the 
day. 

“There was significant interest 
in the building. A total of 35 legal 
packs were downloaded, which is 
a sure sign that people are seri¬ 
ously interested in bidding.” 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council, the former owners of the 


Grade II listed building, thought it 
had finally found a buyer for it 
earlier this year. 

The former vicarage and day 
care centre failed to reach its 
reserve price at auction in March, 
and as a result the council invited 
interested parties to enter their 
best offers. 

Four unconditional offers were 
made, alongside two offers which 
were conditional on planning per¬ 
mission being granted. 

The council agreed to accept the 
unconditional offer for a family 
home given the former long-run¬ 
ning planning row over McCarthy 
and Stone’s plans to turn the 
building into retirement flats. 

However, that offer then fell 
through as the buyer pulled out, 
hence the building went back 
under the hammer. 

The buyer will not be revealed 
until all the legal documents have 
been signed.

Sales people from an alarm 
company have been visiting homes 
selling burglar alarms, fire security 
and gas leak systems in 
Cambridgeshire.

‘noisy’ alarms which is not true. 

“I would urge people to always ask 
for identification from doorstep 
callers and never to let people into 
their homes if they have any concerns 
about them. 

“It is also important that people 
remain vigilant to activity in their 
neighbourhood, particularly in areas 
with vulnerable or elderly residents.” 

Police are urging residents to look 
out for high pressure sales 
techniques such as: 

• Offering a system for free or at a 
discounted price following a call to 
the manager. 

• Pressure to sign up straight away, 
in order to get a good deal. 

• Remaining in your home for two- 
three hours in order to wear you 
down and make you sign up. 

Police say that if during a visit to 
your property a trader refuses to 
leave, you should contact the police 
immediately.

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My forever pal is far 
more than just a pet

Deafness can be horribly isolating - but not for Diana Reynolds, thanks 
to her helpful, faithful and potentially life-saving Hearing Dog, Clyde. Emma 
Higginbotham reports. 


T HERE’S a gleeful 
woofing as I ring the 
bell of Diana Reynolds’ 
Bar Hill home. When the 
door opens, first to greet me 
is Clyde, a terribly handsome 
- and very waggy - Labrador 
cross flat-coated retriever, 
followed by the lady of the 
house herself. 

But Clyde isn’t just the 
family pet: Diana is severely 
deaf, and Clyde is her 
Hearing Dog. In fact he’s just 
‘told’ her that the doorbell 
has rung. “He’s a wonderful 
boy, aren’t you?” says Diana, 
stroking his glossy coat. “Oh, 

I just love him to bits.” 

A great-grandmother of 
three (“nearly four!”), Diana, 
who uses hearing aids and 
lip-reads, has had Clyde since 
January of last year. Fully- 
trained, the faithful pooch 
goes everywhere with her, 
and acts as her ears around 
the house. 

“When he hears the 
doorbell, the alarm clock, the 
telephone or anything like 
that, he comes and nudges 
me,” she explains. “I say 
‘What is it?’, and he takes me 
to whatever’s making the 
noise. 

“Before, if I was expecting 
someone, I’d have to sit with 
the door open in the sitting 
room so I could hear the 
doorbell. And if I didn’t take 


the kitchen timer with me, I 
wouldn’t have a clue it had 
gone off, so I burned things 
like mad! But he will find me, 
wherever I am, and tell me. 
The difference it makes is 
wonderful.” 

Clyde is also on hand when 
Diana’s husband - county 
councillor John Reynolds - 
needs her: “He’ll call him and 
ask him to fetch me, then 
Clyde will find me and take 
me to John. He’s a very, very 
good boy. Everybody adores 
him.” 

As a child, Diana had 
perfect hearing until the age 
of 6, when she developed 
a nasty infection in the 
mastoid bones at the back of 
both ears. The condition was 
left untreated, the infection 
spread and, devastatingly, led 
to meningitis. 

Diana had to spend six 
months in hospital, an 
experience that’s always 
stayed with her: “I can 
remember crying for my 
mum, because in those days 
parents were only allowed to 
visit on a Sunday afternoon 
for half-an-hour,” she says. 

“I was in an oxygen tent for a 
lot of the time, so they were 
only allowed to look at me 
through the window.” 

Although she recovered, 
the meningitis left Diana 
with memory loss, which 


plagues her to this day, and 
gradually her hearing began 
to deteriorate. But, she says, 
it didn’t bother her until 
her late 20s, by which time 
she was married with three 
daughters. 

“I found I kept putting 
the TV on louder, and the 
children kept saying ‘Oh 
Mum, are you deaf?’ when 
they’d said something,” 
she recalls. “It was just so 
frustrating because I couldn’t 
hear what anyone was 
saying. I just lost everything.” 

At 30, Diana finally had 
hearing aids fitted, “and it 
was awful!” she chuckles. 

“On the first day I went to a 
WI meeting, and they were 
turning over the pages and 
it sounded like thunder! But 
I was so fascinated because 
I could hear a tap dripping, 
and birds singing, which was 
wonderful.” 

Although a trained nursery 
nurse, Diana ended up 
running a hotel with her first 
husband in Wales. When the 
couple split, John, a regular 
guest at the hotel, got in 
touch: “He sent me some 
flowers and said he was sorry, 
and next time he came up 
would I like to go out for a 
meal? And it went on from 
there. A year-and-a-half-later 
I left the hotel, and came to 
Cambridge.”

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By now it was the early 70s, 
and Diana began working 
at the Mill Road Maternity 
Hospital. “I was nursery nurse 
on the wards; it was my job 
to look after the babies. But it 
was difficult because when the 
babies were crying I couldn’t 
hear, so I knew I would have to 
get help.” 

She began taking 
lip-reading lessons at 
Addenbrooke’s, but admits 
that even today she finds it 
tough. “You don’t see most 
of the word, and accents...” 
Diana rolls her eyes and 
laughs. “People might be 
talking in Chinese for all I 
know! But most people are 
very patient.” 

For much of her working 
life, Diana was a child-minder, 
“then when I retired I wanted 
to do something useful, but 
I hate being inside so I didn’t 
want to work in a charity 
shop or anything like that,” 
she says. “Debbie, my middle 
daughter, was then working 
at the library, and she said 
‘I’ve seen people coming in 
with Guide Dog puppies to 
socialise them; why don’t 
you try it?’ And I said ‘That’s 
a good idea!’ I’d always loved 
dogs.” 

After being assessed, the 
couple’s first puppy, Harper, 
arrived within weeks - and 
so began 10 blissful years of 
Guide Dog puppy training. 

“I had eight, and I loved it,” 
she smiles, glancing up at the 
framed photos of the Guide 
Dogs that adorn the kitchen 
walls. “You have the dogs for 
a year, and we usually had a 
break between so we could get 
rid of the dug-up garden and 
chewed furniture - I’ve got 
chewed furniture everywhere! 
Then we had a holiday, and 
waited for the next one to 
become available. 

“The only bit I hated was 
saying goodbye. They’d come 
for the dog in the morning, 
and I used to try and be 
cheerful for the dog, and give 


it a last treat. Then I’d shut the 
door and I’d howl for the rest 
of the day! Oh, it was awful. 

I cried my heart out when 
each one went, so Clyde’s now 
called my Forever Dog. Aren’t 
you, my boy?” she says, giving 
him a gentle pat. 

Over the years, Diana’s 
deafness became ever worse, 
and her hearing aids ever 
stronger. She covers them with 
her hair, “not because I’m self- 
conscious about them, I just 
think they’re horrible! 

“Blind people have got a 
stick, and most normal people 
are careful and nice. But if 
you’re deaf, people tend to 
ignore you. It can be very, 
very isolating. More isolating 
than blindness, I think, 
because you can’t join in 
conversations. 

“Lip-reading is fine if you 
know what the subject is, but 
if I go into a group of people 
who are already talking, it’s 
very hard to pick up what it 
is.” 

Seven years ago, Diana was 
feeling thoroughly fed up: 

“I’d got so frustrated with not 
hearing, and feeling left out. 
Then one day I saw a child 
with a Hearing Dog, and I 
thought I’d find out about it.” 

She duly visited the Hearing 
Dogs for Deaf People centre in 
Buckinghamshire, where she 
was assessed for her suitability 
- and passed. But it was five 
years before the call finally 
came to say that they had a 
puppy which might suit her, 
and would she like to come 
and see whether she liked 
him? 

Diana hurried down, “and 
they brought this great big, 
gorgeous, shiny dog over,” 
she beams. “My heart was on 
fire - it was so wonderful. I 
just couldn’t believe that lovely 
dog was coming to me. It was 
just pure, utter pleasure and 
excitement. I’d waited so long, 
and to have such a gorgeous 
boy was incredibly lucky.” 

Diana spent the day with 


Clyde, “and I sat beside him on 
the floor that evening, and he 
had his head on my knee. He 
was so sweet, and so loving. 
The next day they said ‘Will 
he do for you?’ And I said ‘Try 
taking him away from me!” 

She then had to leave Clyde 
for a month while they trained 
him specifically for her needs, 
then spent five days at the 
centre to train with him: “He 
learned very quickly, he’s so 
good,” she says. 

“And I was lucky, because if 
they’d chosen every dog they’d 
ever trained, they couldn’t 
have given me a better one 
than my boy.” 

Clyde goes everywhere with 
Diana, and because there’s no 
outward sign of her disability, 
she’s grateful that his Hearing 
Dog coat acts as a signal to 
people that she’s deaf. 

“When I lip-read I don’t 
always get it right, and people 
used to think I was stupid 
because they’d say something 
to me and I’d answer 
something completely wrong,” 
she says. “So when Clyde’s 
got his Hearing Dog coat on, 
you’re just telling people ‘I 
don’t hear properly, I’m not 
just plain stupid.’ Mind you I 
am that sometimes...!” 

But it’s around the house 
that Clyde is truly invaluable 
and, potentially, life-saving: “If 
my smoke alarm went off, he’d 
nudge me, and when I asked 
him what it was, he’d lie down. 
That’s his danger signal,” says 
Diana. 

“I feel as though I’ve had 
him forever, and I can’t 
imagine life without him - it 
would be absolutely sterile. 
Much as I love John,” she adds 
with a laugh. 

“Clyde will stay with me 
forever. I’ll never, ever get rid 
of him. If he gets too old to 
work, then I will keep him; if 
I could have another Hearing 
Dog at the same time I would. 
But if they said no? Then I 
would do without, rather than 
lose my boy.”

GODZILLA (I2A, 123 mins) 

IN Steven Spielberg’s box-office 
behemoth Jurassic Parky geneticists 
arrogantly believe they can tame Mother 
Nature with cutting-edge science. 

"Life finds a way," warns 
Jeff Goldblum's fatalistic chaos 
mathematician. 

These wise words and Spielberg's entire 
1993 blockbuster provide the guiding 
light for Gareth Edwards's bombastic 
resurrection of cinema's iconic reptile. 

The Warwickshire-born director harks 
back to Ishiro Honda's groundbreaking 
1954 film Gojira, which reflected 
Japanese society's fears in the aftermath 
of the atomic bombings of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 

In Edwards's film, the titular 355ft 
creature boasts familiar dorsal fins, 
lumbering gait and fiery radioactive 
breath, and is securely tethered to timely 
concerns about the environmental 
consequences of nuclear power. 

A mine in the Philippine jungle 
collapses, exposing the remains of 
two seemingly fossilised and highly 
radioactive creatures. 

One of the monsters hatches and 
runs amok, and despite the best efforts 
of Dr Ishiro Serizawa (Ken Watanabe) 
and his colleague Dr Vivienne Graham 
(Sally Hawkins), its mate also escapes 
confinement. 

US Navy Admiral William Stenz 
(David Strathairn) co-ordinates the 
response and sends his men into battle 
including Lieutenant Ford Brody (Aaron 
Taylor-Johnson), whose parents (Bryan 
Cranston, Juliette Binoche) worked at the 
Janjira nuclear plant, where one creature 


began its rampage. 

Meanwhile in San Francisco, Ford's 
wife Elle (Elizabeth Olsen) prepares to 
evacuate with their four-year-old son 
Sam (Carson Bolde). 

When military might fails to halt 
the devastation and hope dims, alpha 
predator Godzilla emerges from the 
deep... 

Edwards's picture opens with a 
helicopter ride that could have been 
airlifted from Jurassic Park and continues 
with the Spielbergean nods including 
theme park ride-style action sequences 
and children in peril. 

Godzilla is a technically accomplished 
hunk of large-scale monster-mashing. 

You can see every cent of the 
rumoured 160 million dollar budget and 
the director makes good use of the 3D 
format by reflecting carnage in mirrors 
and glass. 

Chilling images of Cranston and Taylor- 
Johnson entering a Japanese quarantine 
zone and a tender moment between the 
two M.U.T.O.s (Massive Unidentified 


Terrestrial Organisms) explicitly reference 
Edwards's low budget debut, Monsters. 

The director manages to convey the 
titular reptile's feelings in the midst of 
battle. 

Human emotions are much harder 
to unearth. Taylor-Johnson is a bland 
all-American hero and heavyweights 
Cranston and Binoche don't have 
sufficient screen time to deliver the 
wallop we crave. 

Ken Watanabe - or Obi-Wan 
Watanabe as he should be renamed 
- is reduced to philosophising about 
our failings ("The arrogance of man is 
thinking nature is [in] our control, and 
not the other way round") and sounding 
the bell on a final round showdown 
between Godzilla and his adversaries. 

"Let them fight!" he growls. 

And fight they do, reducing the Pacific 
coast to rubble in a titanic tussle of 
computer-generated sound and fury that 
should take a large bite out of the UK 
box office, much like Spielberg's T-Rex.

Poppy love 


DURING the First World War, the blasted and 
bombed battlefields across Europe created ideal 
conditions for the poppy to flourish. 

It was a sight which, in 1915, inspired Canadian 
Lieutenant Colonel John McCrae to write the 
well-known war poem In Flanders Fields, with 
poppies growing there 'row on row' and, as such, 
this vivid red flower has become synonymous with 
the great loss of life and sacrifices made in war. 

This year, to mark the centenary of the start of 
the First World War, poppy 
displays will rightly abound 
nationwide. 

The Royal Botanic Garden 
Edinburgh is creating a poppy 
field to be in full bloom in 
late July, Gunby Hall and 
Gardens in Lincolnshire has its 
own poppy trail, and there's 
poppy planting at Sheffield 
Park in East Sussex (www. 
nationaltrust.org.uk) and 
beautiful displays at Dyrham 
Park near Bath. 

Poppies will also feature 

heavily in Birmingham City Council's exhibit in the 
Great Pavilion at the RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
this year, while tens of thousands of poppies have 
also been sown by children, soldiers, civic leaders, 
community organisations, clergy and faith groups 
nationwide as a joint act of remembrance. 

The field poppy or corn poppy, Papaver rhoeas, 
is the poppy of wartime remembrance. This 



annual flower can lie dormant for many years 
before germination which is then often triggered 
when the soil is disturbed. It's perfect planted in 
a sunny wildflower garden or a meadow where it 
will self-seed freely. 

Throughout history, a new generation of corn 
poppies was germinated each year as land was 
ploughed and grain scattered. It is a plant relevant 
to many cultures - to the Egyptians it symbolised 
blood and rebirth, while the Romans hailed it as 
the sacred crop of Ceres. 

Its family, papaveraceae, 
is relatively small, with less 
than 800 species, but the 
*3*1^ types vary greatly in size and 
colour. Among the largest 
are the flowers of P. orientale 
Goliath Group, appearing atop 
shoulder-high stems. The petals 
share the same tissue-paper 
look as their smaller cousins, 
yet poppy types range from the 
toughest hardy perennials to 
pretty annuals, from giants with 
tall spires such as P. pilosum, to 
ground-hugging alpines. They are all followed by 
round decorative seedpods. 

By far the most showy and most familiar in the 
garden is Papaver orientale, which adds dramatic 
highlights to early summer with their spectacular 
blooms. The typical oriental poppy is a hardy 
perennial which produces scarlet flowers with 
a black blotch at the bottom of each petal, but 



you can get other colours including pink, orange, 
white and plum. Stunning varieties include 'Mrs 
Perry', with large salmon-pink blooms and 'Patty's 
Plum', which is dark and dramatic. 

Most named oriental poppies are sterile and 
can be propagated by root cuttings, while 
species poppies rely on seed to keep them 
going. P. somniferum, the opium poppy enjoyed 
for its ornamental value, is a prolific self-seeder, 
but it's best to save some of its seeds to sow 
where you actually want them to be. 

All poppies have a dainty appearance but 
many don't need staking. However, you 
must remove the dead blooms to prolong 


the flowering season. Good companions to 
oriental poppies include the frothy flowers 
of Gypsophila paniculata, penstemon and 
agapanthus. 

Most poppies prefer sun and moist soil but 
several, including the Welsh poppy, Meconopsis 
cambrica, prefer stretches of woodland in 
dappled shade, where they colonise ground 
between bluebells and wood anemones. 

So while the field poppy will always remain 
one of the most powerful and poignant images 
of remembrance, its wider family in all its 
glorious colours and forms has earned itself a 
well-deserved place in the British garden.

The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LJ Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

LI Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

CJ Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.

DRIVERS are against the idea of a 
blanket 20mph speed limit on 
urban roads, according to research 
published today by road safety 
charity, Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (IAM). 

Half of drivers from the UK are 
against a blanket 20mph speed 
limit with under a third willing to 
embrace the idea and a fifth are 
undecided. Male drivers are more 
likely to be against the idea than 
female. 

Fifty-five per cent of young drivers 
were against 20mph zones as a 
speed limit for towns while 34 per 
cent of older drivers were in favour. 

Drivers are very supportive of 
lower speed limits outside schools, 
with ninety-four per cent of 
respondents agreeing that this 
would be a good idea. Areas with 
high numbers of pedestrians such 
as parks (34 per cent), hospitals and 
shops were the next most popular 
with 21 per cent of drivers in favour. 
Only eight per cent of respondents 
opted for 20mph near cycle lanes. 

Over three quarters of drivers 
believe that 20mph speed limits 
help to increase safety for pedestri¬ 
ans; however, only a fifth saw it as a 
positive advantage for cyclists. 
Pollution and noise were not seen 
as important benefits. 

Using 20mph speed limit signs 
only to enforce lower limits was 
twice as popular as physical traffic 
calming measures and three times 
more popular than the use of speed 
cameras. Only a fifth of drivers 
think enforcing 20 limits should be 
a police priority. 

Sixty-eight per cent of drivers 
would like to see a specially tailored 
re-education course for drivers 
caught doing up to 30mph in a 
20mph zone. 

There is a difference between 
speed limits and zones. Councils 
have the power to introduce 20mph 
speed limits and zones without 
obtaining consent from the 
Secretary of State. 



20MPH ZONE: Not to all tastes 


Speed zones are a collection of 
streets with a 20 mph limit whereas 
speed limits are set for individual 
roads. Some local authorities have 
set 20 mph speed limits on a num¬ 
ber of individual roads so creating 
blanket coverage of residential 
areas with a 20mph speed limit. 

20mph speed limits can be intro¬ 
duced without any form of traffic 
calming. In many areas they are 
being used across the whole area. 
Whilst not as effective as 20mph 
speed zones they can still produce 
significant lowering of speeds over 
a wide area for very little cost. 
Compliance is increased by public¬ 
ity, driver awareness and commu¬ 
nity involvement. This can and 
does play a large part in self¬ 
enforcement. 

IAM chief executive Simon Best 
said: “Drivers are not as negative 
about 20mph speed limits as many 
commentators would have us 
believe. Those responding to our 
survey found it quite easy to stick to 
20 and there is large scale support 
for 20mph outside schools.” 

“However, many drivers still need 
to be convinced it would be a ben¬ 
efit.”

Sayers glad 
to be back 
competing 


THREE-TIME Olympian 
Goldie Sayers is back on the 
world athletics stage, 18 
months after injury put paid 
to her medal prospects at 
London 2012. 

A javelin throw of 62.03m 
at the Loughborough 
International Athletics match 
on Sunday ranks the Ely throw¬ 
er eighth in the world and was 
well beyond the qualifying 
standard for this summer’s 
Commonwealth Games and 
the European Championships. 

Sayers, who came fourth at 


the 2008 Olympics in Beijing, 
missing a bronze medal by 
just 38cm, was tipped for a 
medal in London. She had set 
a new UK record of 66.17m at 
Crystal Palace three weeks 
before the start of the Games 
but an elbow injury put paid 
to her chance of reaching the 
Olympic final. 

Three operations to repair 
the ruptured ligament 
followed - the last one in 
Florida in April 2013 - so she 
missed the whole of the 2013 
season. 


On Sunday, Goldie headed 
England’s team against 
Scotland, Wales, GB and 
Northern Ireland Juniors and 
British Universities. 

“I’ve not thrown 
competitively for nearly 18 
months so to come back and 
prove my fitness is a terrific 
feeling,” she said. 

“I’ve had wonderful support 
from my family and friends 
and especially my coach, 
Mark Roberson. Now I want to 
go on and make them all, and 
my country proud.”
